Part III DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. Applicant is reminded that the complete file history of the 
case must be inserted in the specification, i.e. the status of 
all the parent applications needs to be indicated in the instant 
specification. Applicant is further reminded that an amendment 
cannot itself be amended. 

Election/Restriction 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 
U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-30, 34-44 drawn to railroad car door structure, 
classified in Class 105, subclass 375. 

II. Claim 31-33, drawn to roof coatings, classified in Class 105, 
subclass 396. 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, 
invention II has separate utility such as being capable of being used in a 
shed roof. See M.P.E.P. § 806.05(d) . 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
